G.S.R. 644(E).—In exercise of the powers con¬ 
ferred by sub-section (i) of Section 124, read with 
sub-section (i) of Section 132 of the Major Ports 
Trust Act, 1963 (38 of 1963), the Central Govern¬ 
ment hereby approves the Cochin Port Trust Emplo¬ 
yees (Temporary Services) 1st Amendment Regula¬ 
tions, 1994 made by the Board of Trustees for the 
Port of Cochin and set out in the Schedule annexed 
to this notification. 

2. The said regulations shall come into force on the 
date of publication of this notificaion in 'he Official 
Gazette. 

SCHEDULE 

In exercise of the powers conferred by Section 28 
of the Major Port Trust Act, 1963 (38 of 1963) the 
Cochin Port Trust hereby makes the following regu¬ 
lation to amend the C.P.E. (Temporary Service) Re¬ 
gulations 1964, subject to the approval of the Central 
Government and the same is published herein as re¬ 
quired under Section 124 of the said Act. 

AMENDMENTS TO THE COCHIN PORT EMP¬ 
LOYEES (TEMPORARY SERVICE) REGULA¬ 
TIONS, 1964. 

I. (a) These Regulations may be called “The Cochin 

Port Employees (Temporary Service) 1st 
Amendment Regulations, 1994”. 

(b) They shall come into effect from the date 
on which Central Government's approval 
thereto is published in the Official Gazette. 

II. (a) In the Cochin Port Employees (Temporary 

Service) Regulations, 1964, hereinafter call¬ 
ed the said Regulations, 

(a) Sub-Regulations, (iv) and (v) of Regula¬ 
tion 2, and Regulations 3 and 4 shall be 
deleted. 

(b) for Regulation 5, the following Regulation 
shall be substituted, namely :— 

5. Termination of Temporary Service. 

(1) (a) the services of a temporary employee shall 
be liable to termination at any time by a 
notice in writing given cither by the emp¬ 
loyee to the appointing au'hority or by the 
appointing authority to the employee; 

(b) the period of such nofice shall be one month; 
Provided that the service of any such emp¬ 
loyee may be terminated forthwith and on 
such terminaFon the employee shall be en¬ 
titled to claim a sum equivalent to the 
amount of his pav plus allowances for the 
period of the notice at the same rates a* 
which he was drawing them immediatelv 
before the termination of his services of, as 


the case may be, for the period by which 
such notice falls short of one month. 

NOTE : The following procedure shall be adopted 
by the Appointing Authority while serving 
notice on such employee under Clause 
(a) :— 

(i) 'Hie notice shall be delivered or tendered to 
the employee in person. 

(ii) Where personal service is not practicable, 
the notice shall be served on such employee 
by registered post with ackuowlcdgemen' 
due at the address of the employee available 
with the appointing au'hority. 

(iii) If the notice sent by Registered post is re¬ 
turned unserved, it shall be published in 
the Official Gazettte and upon such publi¬ 
cation, it shall be deemed to have been 
personally served on such employee on the 
date it was published in the Official Gazette. 

2. (a) Where a notice is given by the Appointing 
Authority terminating services of temporary 
employee, or where the services of such 
employees is terminated either on tile ex¬ 
piry of the period of such notice or forth¬ 
with by payment of pay plus allowance, the 
Board or any other authority specified by 
the Board in this behalf or a Head of De¬ 
partment, if the authority is subordinate to 
him, may, of its own motion or otherwise, 
re-open the case, and after making such 
enquiry as it deems fit,— 

(i) Confirm the action taken by the Appoint¬ 
ing Authority; 

(ii) Withdraw the notice. 

(iii) re-instate the employee in service, or 

(iv) make such other order in the case as it 
may consider proper. 

(1-B) In the case of a temporary employee who 
retires from service on attaining the age of 
superannuation or on his being declared to 
be permanently incapacitated for further 
service under the Board by the appropria'e 
medical authority, after he has rendered 
temporary service of not less than ten years 
or who has sought Voluntary retirement by 
giving three months’ notice in writing on 
completion of 20 years, provisions of the 
Sub-Regulation (1) shall not ttppW and in 
accordance wilh the provisions of Central 
Civil Services (Pension) Rules, 1972. 

(1) Such an employee shall be eligible for ihe 
grant of superannuation, invalid, or retiring 
pension, as the case may be, and retirement 
gratuity; and 

(ii) in (he event of his death after retirement, the 
members of bis family shall be eligible for 
the grant of family pension. 

(2) In the event of death of a temporary emp¬ 
loyee while in service, his family shall be 
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(ii) “financed substantially” means that more than 
50 per cent of the expenditure is met by 
Cess or Central Government grants. 
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eligible for family pension and death gra¬ 
tuity at the same scale and under the same 
provisions as are applicable to permanent 
employees under the C.C.S. (Pension) 
Rules, 1972. 

(3) No gratuity shall be admissible under this 
Regulation to an employee— 

(a) who resigns his post or who is removed or 

dismissed from service as a disciplinary 
measure. 

(b) who is re-employed after retirement on 
superannuation or retiring pension. 

Provided that a temporary employee who resigned 
from service to take up, with prior permission, an 
appointment under a corporation or company wholly 
or substantially owned or controlled by the Govern¬ 
ment or in or under a Body controlled or financed by 
Government shall be paid terminal gratuity at the rate 
prescribed under Sub-regulation (1) in respect of ser¬ 
vice rendered by him under the Board. 

Provided further that a temporary employee who 
has been absorbed in a Central Autonomous _ Body, 
with the permission of the competent authority, shall 
have an option to count the service rendered under 
the Board, for the purpose of pension under the Auto¬ 
nomous Body if it has a pension scheme, instead of 
drawing the terminal gratuity under the first proviso. 

Explanation :—For the purpose of this Sub-Regu¬ 
lation— 

(i) “Central Autonomous Body” means a body 
which is financed wholly or substantially 
from cess o'r Central Government grants 
and includes a Central Statutory Body or a 
Central University but does not include a 
Public Undertaking falling under purview of 
the Bureau of Public Enterprises; 


(4) Where gratuity under this sub-regulation is paid 
in respect of an employee who is not covered by Rule 
54 of the C.C.S. (Pension) Rules, 1972, no other 
gratuity or pensionary benefit is payable. 

5. For the purpose of this regulation,— 

(a) Gratuity shall be calculated on the basis of 
pay which the employee was receiving im¬ 
mediately before his retirement or on tfie 
date of his death. 

(b) “pay” shall mean—pay reckoned for calcu¬ 
lation of pension. 

(c) Period of extraordinary leave, if any, avail¬ 
ed by the employee concerned shall be 
taken into account for computing completed 
service on the same basis as it is taken into 
account for the purpose of calculation of 
pension and retirement gratuity|death gra¬ 
tuity under Rule 21 of the C.C.S. (Pension) 
Rules, 1972, as amended from time to time, 
and be deleted. 

(d) an increment earned during the currency of 
earned leave not exceeding 120 days or 
during the first 120 days of earned leave 
exceeding 120 days expiring on the date of 
retirement, though not actually drawn, shall 
form part of the pav for the purposes of 
calculating terminalfdeath gratuity”. 

IV. In the said Regulations, Regulation 12 shall 
be deleted.
